l^ocal crim e is not very 
spectacular—it is m ade up of 
bicycle thefts and residential 
burglaries for the most part. 
Even these crim es could 
be vastly reduced, however, 
if citizens would cooperate 
with the police rath er than 
with potential burglars and 
thieves. 
Crim inals depend on the 
assistance of their victim s. 
They need the apathy of the 
neighborhood, which insures 
that the police are not called 
to investigate a suspicious 
incident, and they rely on 
homeowners to leave a door 
or window open for easy 
entry. 
Thieves and burglars were 
in luck during May. Police 
reports show that 67 percent 
of the residential burglaries, 
40 percent of the motor 
vehicle burglaries and 68 
percent of the thefts from 
residential areas involved 
unsecured property. 
Motorists w ere the most 
careful of their property, as 
they locked their vehicles in 
40 instances. Unfortunately,

And One Will Be 
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Crime Alert 
Caution Prevents 
Costly Burglaries 


BY PAM TROBOY 
Businesses are often particularly vulnerable to 
burglary because the premises are deserted for long 
periods—nights, holidays and weekends 
Construction sites of both homes and businesses also 
are frequently isolated and deserted, so thieves and 
vandals take advantage of the opportunity with little 
risk. 
While police patrol these areas frequently, burglars, 
thieves and vandals are often able to remain un­ 
detected with the help of the people they are vic­ 
timizing. 
Inadequate lighting, poor locks and non-existent 
fences may encourage a criminal to select his target, 
since he knows that his job has been made easier. 
Statistics on thefts and criminal mischief at con­ 
struction sites are not available because most con­ 
tractors report only major losses, but Plano police 
have already recorded the theft of property valued at 
$8,884 in nonresidential burglaries this year 
Forty-one 
businesses.

during the first five months of 197'), accounting for 
about 20 percent of all burglaries reported 
Business burglary is down, however, from 1975 when 
36 percent of all such offenses, or 143, occurred in other 
than a residence. 
To further decrease the burglary rate, Plano police 
advise installing enough lights to eliminate dark areas 
where a criminal could hide. Fuse boxes should also be 
locked to prevent anyone from cutting off the power 
supply to the security lights. 
Although outside lights will discourage many would- 
be burglars from trying to enter because of the 
possibility of exposure, lights are not a security system 
in themselves. 
A metal chain link fence may be advisable in con­ 
struction areas and other isolated spots, according to a 
police department spokesman. This type fence is 
preferable to wood or stone because police are able to 
view the enclosed area. 
V-angled bars topped with barbed wire will, of 
course, hamper entry even further, police say, adding 
that gates and hinges should be secured with good 
padlocks and heavy duty chains. A row of thick, thorny 
hedges will also provide a minimal level of security if 
kept low enough to insure visibility. 
Doors and windows should be securely locked and 
kept well lighted. Police also suggest a security check 
on sewers, storm drains, roofs and skylights, walls and 
fire escapes to insure that the building cannot be en­ 
tered. 
Police also advise that interior lights be left on so 
patrol vehicles can check for intruders. Obstructions 
should also be kept away from windows to increase 
visibility. 
A burglar alarm and internal locks and devices 
should also be considered, the spokesman said. If a 
safe is used, it should be easily visible from outside the 
building and well-lighted. 
Several defensive procedures have been recom­ 
mended by the police department. These include: 
KEEP SHRUBBERY trimmed around doors and 
windows to eliminate a convenient hiding place. 
TURN ON outside lights. A thief doesn’t want to be in 
the spotlight when he works. 
USE GOOD locks and keep them locked. 
BANK EXTRA cash. Keep money on hand at a 
minimum. 
NEVER LEAVE written safe combinations where 
they can be found. 
USE ADDITIONAL lights over a safe at night. 
REPORT ALL vandalism and thefts to the police.

Congressmen who wanted 
these extra benefits, hut who 
did not want the record to 
show it. so they delegated 
this responsibility 
to a 
committee and theri'by took 
the onus off of themselves. 
Then 
if

tax p ay ers 
sounded 
off. 
the 
Congressmen could claim no 
knowledge 
The 
L iberal 
bloc 
of 
Congress 
tried 
to justify 
H R 457 by saying that, with 
its passage, the Members of 
Congress could then con­ 
centrate on their 
proper 
legislative duties instead of 
being bogged down 
with 
decisions 
on 
purely 
housekeeping m atters. 
Leading 
conservative 
m em bers 
at 
that 
tim e 
pointed out some of the 
fallacies inherent 
in 
this 
legislation They wondered 
why 25 members of the 
H ouse 
A d m in istra tio n 
C om m ittee should decide 
these m atters for the 435 
Members of the House and 
do it in relative secrecy. 
Even if the ('/ommittee 
published its decisions in the 
next Congressional Record, 
as they promised to do, this 
would be after the fact. The 
then Minority Leader Gerald 
Ford warned that if, by any 
chance, 
the 
C om m ittee 
should ever make a mistake, 
those 
who 
turned 
the 
authority over to them would 
have to bear the respon­ 
sibility He also believed that 
the public’s right to know 
would be thwarted if these 
Committee decisions were 
hidden from the public. 
He warned that once this 
power was given over to the 
H ouse 
A d m in istra tio n 
Committee, it would never 
be retrieved by the House as 
a whole unless a scandal 
occurred. How prophetic the 
words of Gerald Ford have 
turned out to be! Another 
conservative member of the 
House said at the time: “ I do 
not 
know 
w hether 
deviousness is intended, but 
it certainly will result—and 
we shall rue the day.” That 
prophecy 
has 
also come 
true. 
From the beginning, the 


surrender of this respon­ 
sibility 
to

House 
Administration 
Committee 
has been strongly supported 
and 
controlled

Liberals. Under these cir­ 
cumstances, today’s scandal 
involving 
the 
alleged 
diversion 
of 
ta x p a y e rs’ 
dollars to a purely personal 
use is not surprising. It was 
the Liberal majority that 
engineered the passage of 
H R 457 in the first place, 
and they should be held 
accountable 
for 
today’s 
abuses.

M em bers A rm strong and 
Bauman, which were in­

were voted down by the 
Liberal majority 
I voted for both of these 
resolutions, but we lost 
Armstrong 148 to 262 and 
Bauman 152 to 259. Last

Minority Whip, introduced 
H R 1262 and I joined him I 
am optimistic that we can 
reverse and correct 
this 
present system. 
The

manifest. Clearly, the an­ 
tidote to these abuses lies in 
repealing H.R. 457. Repeal 
would check the irrespon 
sibility of the Liberals in 
Congress and return the 
d e t e r m i n a t i o n

Congressional allowances to 
the entire membership of the 
House, w h 're it belongs 
Along 
with 
my 
Con 
serval ive colleagues. I voted 
against H.R. 457 back in 
1971, but we lost to the 


Liberals 233 to 167. 
I think Bob Michel and I 
are going to win out this 
time, however. Now that the

FORT WORTH—From this date there will 
be a rapid decline in the cattle drive and it 
will shortly cease entirely until about 
September, when a few herds will pass over 
the trail. The total previously reported was 
160,135 and this week’s herds consisted of 
1,876 head, bringing the total to 162,011. The 
drive this week has been very light, as 
many herds have been kept back by the high 
waters of the streams south of this point.
